that the provisions of Oulinance 6 of- 1683, 
so far as they relate to the said Tramways 
Nos. 1 te ould he repealed, and this 
Bill so ennets aceordingly. , 

Mr Bell-Irving seconded, aud the motion 
was carried, 

Vhe Council theroafter went into com. 
mittee oa the Bill, which passed the second 
trending. 

STAMPS AND STAMP ITY, 

Tn Conimittee on the Bill entitled an Or- 
dinanes to amend and consolidate {he laws 
relating to stamps and stamp duty in tho 
Colony of Hongkong, Mr Potlook said the 
altorations made Ly the Standing Law Com- 
mittee on the Bill were very few. The 
ameudments, numbering threo, were agreed 
to. . 

THE CONSTRUCTION OF A TRAMWAY, 

Mr Chater moved that the Council go 
into Committee on the Bill entitled an Or- 
dinance for authorising the construction of 
a tramway within the Colony of Hongkong. 

Mr Bell-Trving seconded. 

Mv Pollock read the report of the Stand- 
ing Law Committee on tbe Bill. There 
were altogether fiftcen amendments for the 
consideration of the Council. 

Col. Browne—I should like to ask the 
Attorney-General whether clause 19 covers 
the caso of thy Tramway Company laying 
return wires,- We referred the niatter to 
the War Office, and after consultation With 
experts they came to the cunelusion that 
return wires: will have tu bo lnid by the 
company. 

Mr. Pollock—That isa matter, I think, 
that will have to be considered later, with 
other things. With reference to another 
point, it seems to ine there should be.no 
special high rate charged if unfortunately 
the ‘vices of the tramway should be re- 
quired for defensive patposes, I do not 
know whether tho General (ficer Com- 
manding the Trouys has any specific 
amendment to make regarding the point. 

Col. Browne—I beg to move, sir, that it 
be-provided that in nu such ease shall the 
pmonnte charged exeeed the ordinary tram 
‘fares. . * 

The amendment was agreed to. 

The Bill was thoreaitur.cynsidered clause 
by clause, and passed as amended. 

SUPPLEMENTARY VOTE. ‘ 

Mr Messer moved the third reading of 
the Bill entitled an Ordinance to authorise 
the appropriation of a supplementary sum 
of five hundred and fifty-nine thousand nine 
hundred a 4 ninety-one doblarsnnd seveuty- 
eight cents, to defray the charges of the

Whether they willbe held or 
not ; whether thay .wilk be held in some 
other city like’ Nanking, or the Ministers 
hereafter yield t6 the persuasion that 
provincial exaginations— thi se of second 
degreo—he excluded from Peking, but 
the metropolitan jexamination—test — of 
the ‘third. degree—be allowed, is left 
for the future to discluse, The muetter of 
punishmenta is delayed in many cases, 
Most of the provincial officials sentenced

Gener- 
al Croagh, who has been conferring with 
Sir Ernest Satow, hay left to-day fur 
Tientsin, The Tth Rajputs leave 
19th and 21s The 16th Bengal Lancers 
leave, probably on the 26th. The artillery 
will not leave till some time in September, 
meanvhile occupying the Summer Palace 
and the Templo of Heaven. which were 
supposed to bo handed over to the Chinese 
by the present time. Part of the Welsh 
Fusilicra will move from the palace of 
Prince Chéng to the Summer Palace, and 
part te the harracks at the Legation. Tho 
Wolsh Fasiliors with a part of the 22th" 
battery constitute the Legation guard un- 
der the command of Major Everett. 

The Italians and Japanese are awaiting 
tha British to gv¥acuate.
